<c> “Foreign areas'* means all areas 
not included in the continental United 
States and the territoiies and possessions 
of the United States. 

(d> '•Territories and possessions of 
the United States’* means Alaska. Hawaii, 
the C^ommonwealth of Puerto Rico, the 
possessions of the United States includ¬ 
ing Canton and EMerbury Islands in 
the Phoenix Group; and also the Trust 
Territory of the Pacific Islands and tlie 
Panama Canal Zone. 

(c) “United States'* includes the areas 
enumerated In paragraph (d) of this 
section. ^Continental United States’* 
means the Stales and the District of 
Columbia. 

(f) “Basic compensation** means the 
rate of compensation fixed by law for the 
position held by an individual, before 
any deduction is made and exchisave of 
additional compensaUon of any kind, 
such as overtime pa>*, extra pay for work 
on holidays, differentials and allowances. 

(g) “Detair* for the purpase of durct- 
ential means temporary assignment or 
temporary duty (including temporary

post. 

(i) '• Assigned*’ or “on assignment” to 
a post means officially occupying a posi¬ 
tion located at the post, geographically 
and organizationally, and having omcial 
headquarters at the post for travel and 
other administrative purposes. 

(j> **DifTerentUil post” means a post, 
or a location in an area, listed in I 325.15. 

(k) **Contract*' means a legally bind¬ 
ing document specifying, for an employ ee

1 325.2 Authorization and require^ 
ment for agencies to pdy differentials. 
Subject to Executive Order 10000. os 
amended, and to the regulations of this 
part, every agency of the United States 
Government operating in foreign areas 
is authorized to pay a diftcrcnUal fixed 
under f 325.15 to each of Its employees 
eligible to receive such dllTercntial under 
4 325.3. Agencies authorized to pay dif¬ 
ferentials under Part I of Executive 
Order 10000. as amended, shall pay the 
prescribed differenUals to all eligible em¬ 
ployees. Agencies authorized to pay dlf- 
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ferentials under Part IV of that order 
may. In their dUcrclion. pay the pre- 
dillerenUaU to all eligible 
emptoycea. 

I 325.3 Employees elifffble. With Iho 
exception* contained In I 325 4. an em¬ 
ployee shall be eligible for a differential 
If he Is a civilian citizen or national of 
the United States whose basic compensa¬ 
tion la fixed by statutCr and if the em¬ 
ploying agency has determined that he 
is in a foreign area because of hla em¬ 
ployment by the United States Govern¬ 
ment. The list of eligible employees 
includes, but is not necessarily limited to. 
the following groups: 

10 ) Those recruited or transferred 
from the United SUtea. 

<b> Those transferred to the area 
from another foreign area under Oovem- 
ment orders. 

fc) Those recruited locally who are 
not normally resident In the area and 
whose presence there at the time of re¬ 
cruitment Is owing to one of the following 
reasons:

1325.4 Employees excluded. An 
employee who Is the spouse of an em¬ 
ployee stationed or resident In the area 
shall not be eligible to receive a differen¬ 
tial when the agency conceiucd deter¬ 
mines that the spouse’s presence there 
is primarily In order to be with such 
individual and not for the convenience 
of the Government. 

(b) Any other provisions of this part 
to the contrary notwithstanding, any 
employee who would olherw^ise be eligible 
to receive a differential under this part 
shall. If he Is serving under contract as 
defined in 1325.1 (k). be compensated 
according to the terms of such contract 
for the period thereof and shall, during 
such peiiod. be ineligible to receive a 
differential. 

1325.5 Differential authorized. The 
following shall govern the authorization 
of differential to eligible employees;

(b) Differential at the rate prescribed 
for the post is authorized for the first 42 
consecutive calendar days of an em¬ 
ployee’s temporary absence from his post 
of assignment, except as provided In 
paragraphs <c> and <f) of this section. 

( 0 ) Differential at the rate prescribed 
for the employee’s post of assignment 
shall terminate as of the close of busi¬ 
ness on one of Uie following dates, which¬ 
ever Is earliest: 

(1) Date employee commences travel 
under orders for transfer Including 
transfer combined with leave or detail, 
or .separation, except that if the transfer 
orders are cancelled and the employee 
returns to the post, the provisions of 
subparagraph <3) of this poragraph shall 
apply. 

(2) Date of separation from the 
agency. 

<3) Forty-second consecutive calendar 
day of employee’s temporary absence 
from post of assignment. 

<4) Day immediately preceding effec¬ 
tive date of transfer, if employee is al¬ 
ready on detail or leave at post to wliich 
transferred during first 42 calendar days’ 
absence from post of assignment. 

<5) Date on which basic compensation 
Is terminated. 

(d) To become eligible for differential 
at the rate prescribed for the post of 
detail on employee must have served 42 
days (} 325.1 <h) > In pay status on detail 
at one or more differential post(s> dur¬ 
ing any one period of absence, regardless 
whether differential was authorized un¬ 
der paragraph (b) of this section. On 
and after the 43rd day. differential at 
the rate prescribed in t 325.15 for the 
post(5) of detail is authorized for days 
of detair in pay status at differential 
posts during that period of absence (see 
({325.1 (g) and <h)). This section 
shall apply also to an employee who is on 
temporary assignment or temporaixduty 
enrout<f to or from a post of assignment, 
or who has no regular post of assignment. 

(c> In emergency evacuation when 
employees are removed from a post of 
assignment pursuant to phenomena of 
nature or acts of Cod. or b^au.se of other 
dangerous conditions prevailing at tlie 
post or in the area, the provisions of 
paragraph <b> of this section shall apply. 

<f) Notwithstanding the rate of dif¬ 
ferential prescribed for the post in 
( 325.15. if the country listed for the 
post in that section has a chief of mis¬ 
sion position classified pursuant to 
U. 8. C. 865. the per annum differential 
rate at which payment is made to any 
employee a.sslgned to such post shall be 
reduced, if necessary, so that the com¬ 
bined per annum differential and basic 
salary, or differential, basic salary and 
charge pay (22 U. S. C. 876 and 877) 
authorized for the employee, does not 
exceed an amount which Is one hundred 
dollars (SlOO.OOi less than the per an¬ 
num salary authorized for the chief of 
mission position.

<h) Where the employee is on duty or 
leave at two differential posts for por¬ 
tions of the same day, payment for that 
day shall be made at the rate authorized 
for the previous day, 

(1) Payments to persons serving on a 
part-time basis shall be prorated to 
cover only those periods of time for 
which basic compensation is received. 

f 325.6 Exclusion from basic com- 
pensatlon. Differential shall not be in¬ 
cluded in Uie computation of ovei'time 
pay. night-pay differential, extra pay 
for work on holiday's, allowances, retire¬ 
ment deductions, or insurance deduc¬ 
tions. 

I 325.7 Periodic pay increases. The 
payment of differential shall not be con¬ 
strued as an equivalent increase In com¬ 
pensation for purposes of periodic 
wUhin-grade salary advancements. 

I 325.8 Sub^eef to income tax. Dif¬ 
ferential has been determined to be in¬ 
come for tax purposes and shall be in¬ 
cluded in total compensation for 
computation of withholding tax. 

(325.9 Payment after absence. To 
facilitate administration, payment of 
differential following a period of absence 
from the post of assignment sliould be 
made aftei* Uie employee’s arrival at his 
regular, or now, post of assignment. For 
Uiia putpose, the head of agency may 
require the employee to submit a certi¬ 
fied statement showing Uie dates and 
time of arrival at. and departme from, 
each place on his llinerory, 

( 325.10 Continuance of previous reg» 
ulations. Notwithstaiidiiig any provi¬ 
sion of this chapter to the contrary, an 
employee who is absent from his post of 
assignment on detail or leave as of the 
beginning of the first pay period follow¬ 
ing January 1,1959 f effective date of this 
amendment) shall be paid differential in 
accordance with regulaUons In effect on 
the date of departure from his post of 
assignment imtil the date he returns 
to such post, transfers to another post, 
or is separated from the agency, which¬ 
ever is earliest 

( 325.11 Effective date of classi/tca- 
tlons and reclassifications, (a) As a 
rule, the effective date of an Iniiial clas- 
slficaUon will be the date of first arrival 
of employees assigned or detailed to tho 
post or area, even though Uiis date is 
prior to the date of approval of the 
classifleaUon. However, where those 
employees or their agency delay unduly 
in-submittinii the basic data required 
by the Secretary of State, the effective 
date of any resulting clasaifleation will 
not necessarily be the date of arrival. 

(b) Any reclassification of a post al¬ 
ready classified In ( 325.15 will made 
currently effective. 

(325.12 Future revisions. The De¬ 
partment cf State will review the condi¬ 
tions at differential posts or areas at 
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least once annually, or more often as cir¬ 
cumstances require, find will amend 
§ 325.15 as it becomes necessary, ttates 
are subject to increase or decrease de¬ 
pending upon changed environmental 
conditions and/or changes in policy or 
standards of determination. 

S 325.13 Reports to be submitted by 
agencies. In determining differential 
classincatiORS, the Department of State 
will use as its chief source of information 
completed Form DSP-36, Foreign Post 
Differential Questionnaire, and will pre¬ 
scribe the differential classifications In 
$325.15. The determinations will be 
based on the existence of extraordinarily 
difncult living conditions, excessive phys¬ 
ical hardship, or notably unhealthful 
conditions afTecting the majority of per¬ 
sonnel at the post or in the area. Living 
costs are not included in the bases for 
differentials. Forms DSP-36 and other 
reports shall be submitted by agencies to 
the Allowances Division, Department of 
State, in such manner and on such dates 
as specified by the Secretary of State. 

i 325.14 Non^differential posts, A 
foreign post differential shall not be pay¬

ANNUAL AND SICK LEAVE 

By virtue of the authority vested in 
the Secretary of Agriculture by the Soil 
Conservation and Domestic Allotment 
Act of 1936, as amended, the regulations 
In this subpart published in the Federal 
Reclster of November 2, 1956 (21 P. R. 
8385), May 8. 1957 (22 P. R. 3222). No¬ 
vember 1. 1957 <22 F. R. 8802). and No¬ 
vember 13. 1968 (23 P. R. 8775) are 
hereby amended as follows: 

In $ 7.31. paragraphs (a) and (b) are 
amended by deleting the present pro¬ 
visions and substituting therefor the 
following: 

(a) Annual leave. Leave of absence 
with pay shall be earned at the rate of 
one and one half days for eoch 20 days 
of service rendered. An employee shall 
be credited at the beginning of a leave 
year with any unused leave which he 
may have earned dtu’ing, or carried over 
Into, the preceding leave year: Provided, 
That In no case shall the amount of leave 
so credited exceed 15 days. The amount 
of leave so credited may be used by the 
employee in addition to the leave earned 
by him during the leave year. 

<b) Sick leave. Leave of absence 
with pay because of illness shall be 


earned at the rate of one day for each 
20 days of service rendered. Leave of 
absence with pay becaxise of Illness may 
at the discretion of the county ofTlce 
manager be granted prior to its having 
been earned in an amount not to exceed 
12 days during any one leave year. Any 
leave which has l^n advanced shall be 
deducted from sick l<»vc which may be 
earned at a later date. An employee 
shall be credited at the beginning of a 
leave year with any unused sick leave 
which he may have earned during, or 
carried over into, the preceding leave 
year.

Part 81 —Inspection or Poultry and 
Poultry Products 

MISCELLANEOUS AMENDMENTS 

Notices of the proposed issuance of 
amendments to the regulations govern¬ 
ing the inspe ction of poultry and poultry 
products (7 CPR, Part 81, as amended) 
were published in the Federal Register 
of June 21. 1958 <23 P. R. 4519) and 
October 18. 1958 (23 P. R. 8068). The 
regulations hereinafter promulgated are 
issued pursuant to authority contained 
in the Poultry Products Inspection Act 
(71 Stat. 441: 21 U. 8. C. 451 et seq.). 

Tlie amendments, among other things, 
establish the procedure for approval of 
compounds that are used in olllclal estab¬ 
lishments: .set forth the recordkeeping 
requirements; provide for exemptions 
from specific provisions of the act; and 
contain the requirements applicable to 
imported poultry products. 

After consideration of all relevant 
material, tlie regulations in 7 CFR Part 
81. as amended, are hereby further 
amended as follows: 

1. Add the following heading imme¬ 
diately preceding the heading “Deflni- 
tions** at the beginning of the text of the 
regulations: *‘Subpart A—Qeneral Regu¬ 
lations.^ 

2. Change the Introductory phrase of 
$ 81.1 to read as follows: ‘*For the pur¬ 
poses of the regulations In this part. 
unl (288 the context otherw^ise requires, the 
following terms shall have the following 
meanings;** 

3. Add a new definition immediately 
preceding the definition of Giblets in 
$ 81.1, to read as follows: 

Free from protruding pinfeathers. 
•‘Free from protruding pinfeathers*’ 
means that the carcass is free from 
protruding pinfeathers which arc visible 
to an inspector during an examination 


of the carcass at normal operating 
speeds. However, a carcass may be con¬ 
sidered as being free from protruding 
pinfeathers if it has a generally clean 
appearance (especially on the breast), 
and if not more than an occasional pro¬ 
truding pinfeather is in evidence dur¬ 
ing a more careful examination of the 
carcass. 

4. Change the definition of Ready-to* 
cook poultry, in $ 81.1 to read as foUow's: 

Ready^to^cook poultry. •*Ready-to- 
cook poultry'* means any dressed poultry 
from which the protruding pinfeathers, 
vestigial feathers (hair or down as the 
case may be), head, shanks, crop, oil 
gland, trachea, esophagus, entrails, re¬ 
productive organs and lungs have been 
removed, and with or without the giblets, 
is ready to cook without need of further 
processing. Ready-to-cook poultry also 
means any cut-up or disjointed portion 
of poultry or any edible part thereof, os 
described in this paragraph. 

5. Delete the centerheading "General 
Regulations** preceding $ 81.2 of the text 
of the regulations. 

6. Change paragraph (h) of 9 81.14 to 
read as follows: 

(h) Order of service. On the date 
when service is inaugurated under this 
act all establishments that are approved 
pursuant to the regulations in this part 
will be granted inspection service simul¬ 
taneously subject to the availability of 
funds and qualified inspectors. There¬ 
after. applications will be considered in 
the order received and service will be 
installed in the order of approval of es¬ 
tablishments subject to the availability 
of inspectors and funds to provide 
service. 

7. Change paragraph (e) of $81.48 to 
read as follows: 

(e) Chilling or defrosting tanks shall 
be emptied after each use. They shall be* 
thoroughly cleaned at least once daily 
when in use. except that when the same 
poultry is held therein in excess of 24 
houi*s. the tanks shall be thoroughly 
cleaned after the poultry Is removed 
therefrom and prior to reuse. 

8. Change $ 81.52 to read as follows: 

$ 81.62 Use of compounds. Only 
germicides, insecticides, rodenticides, 
detergents, or wetting agenu or other 
similar compounds which w ill not dcle- 
teriously affect the poultry or poultry 
products and which have been approved 
by the Administrator may be used in 
an official establishment. The use of 
tfuch compounds shall be in a manner 
satisfactory to the Administrator, Such 
compounds shall be approved, for the 
pui-pose of the Poultry ProducU Inspec¬ 
tion Act only, upon application and in 
accordance with the following procedure: 

(a) Tlie manufacturer or user of the 
compound or any other interested per¬ 
son shall submit to the Administrator the 
following data: 

( 1 ) The formula of the compound list¬ 
ing each ingredient and the percentage 
of each ingredient in terms of weight or 
liquid measure, if the product Is a liquid, 
and in terms of weight, if it is solid or 
scmisolld viscose or a mixture of liquid 
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and solids. The InffredlenU must be 
sutcd In terms of the well-known com¬ 
mon names of the Ingredients or If an 
Ingi^ient has no common name, the 
correct chemical name. However. In the 
case of any compound subject to the 
Federal Insecticide, Pungteide and 
Rodentlclde Act, a statement of the com- 
ration of the compound as required for 
registration under that act shall be sub¬ 
mitted in lieu of the data otherwise re¬ 
quired by this subparagraph, 

<2) A certification tliat the compound 
05 it is proposed to be used in the offi¬ 
cial establlsiimcnt wiU not deleteriously 
affect the poultry or poultry producU. 
The certification shall Include the condi¬ 
tions under which the particular com¬ 
pound is believed to be satisfactory for 
use and the precautions necessary, if 
any. in the use of such compound for the 
purpose intended In poultry processing 
esublishments. 

(b> As a prerequisite for approval, any 
compound which is required to be regis¬ 
tered under the provisions of the Federal 
Insecticide, Fungicide and Rodentlclde 
Act shall be registered and comply with 
the provisions of that act. The appU- 
cant shall furnish the registration num¬ 
ber assigned under the aforesaid act 
along with two copies of the label being 
currently used on the product. 

(c) A small sample of the compound 
(4 to 6 ounces) shall be submitted with 
the request for approval of Its use in 
poultry processing establishments. 

(d) The Administrator will either ap¬ 
prove or disapprove the use of a particu¬ 
lar compound after a careful evaluation 
of the data submitted pursuant to para¬ 
graph (a) of this section and considera¬ 
tion of any other Information that is 
available pertaining to the compound 
under consideration. 

(e) The inspection Service is author¬ 
ized to draw samples of any compound 
used in any official plant and make 
analyses of such compound to determine 
if the compound conforms to that orig¬ 
inally approved and if it is satisfactory 
for use in official establishments under 
this section. Whenever the Administra¬ 
tor has reason to believe that a com¬ 
pound may have a deleterious effect on 
poultry or poultry products, the approval 
of the particular compound may be sus¬ 
pended. and in such case the processor 
shall be given an opportunity to show 
that the compound does not hove such 
effect. After such opportunity has been 
afforded to the processor, tlie Adminis¬ 
trator shall make a determination as to 
the effect of the compound on poultry 
and poultry prcxlucts and withdraw or 
reinstate the approval of the compound 
accordingly. Use of the compound shall 
not be permitted during the period of 
(mspension. 

(i) Compounds which have been ap- 
ptx>ved prior to January 1. 1959. will not 
rcqiiire reapproval on the basis of the 
procedure set forth in this section but 
will be subject to the other provisions of 
this section. 

9. Add the following sentence at tlie 
end of » 81.71: **However, the Adminis¬ 
trator may. whenever he deems it advis¬ 
able and under such conditions as he 
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may require to carry out the purposes of 
the act. authorize the removal, from any 
carcass or parts thereof, prior to inspec¬ 
tion. of any part which will not be used 
In the preparation of any edible prod¬ 
uct.'* 

10. Change paragraph <a) of 181.92 
to read as follows: 

<a) Steam treatment (which shall be 
accomplished by processing the con¬ 
demned product in a pressure tank under 
at least 40 pounds of steam pressure) or 
thorough cooking in a kettle or vat, and 
processing for a sufficient time to effec¬ 
tively destroy the product for human 
food purposes and preclude dissemina¬ 
tion of disease through constunption by 
animals. Tanks and equipment used for 
this purpose or for rendering or pre¬ 
paring Inedible products shall be in 
rooms or compartments separate from 
those used for the preparation of edible 
products. There shall be no direct con¬ 
nection. by means of pipes, or otherwbe, 
between tanks containing Inedible prod¬ 
ucU and those containing edible prod¬ 
ucU. 

11. Change the centerheading imme¬ 
diately preceding | 81.95 to read as fol¬ 
lows: •'Rclnspection and IngrcdicnU”.

act or regulations which are in conflict 
with such religious dietary laws. Any 
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person desiring an exemption shall apply 
in writing to the Chief. Poultry Inspec¬ 
tion Service, Poultry Division, Agricul¬ 
tural Marketing Service, Department of 
Agriculture. Washington 25, D. C.. setting 
forth the specific provisions of the act 
and regulations from which exemption 
Is sought and setting forth the provisions 
of the religious dietary laws In support of 
the requested exemptions. In addition, 
the applicant for an exemption shall 
submit a statement from the clerical 
official having Jurisdiction over the en¬ 
forcement of the religious dietary laws, 
which enumerates the provisions per¬ 
taining to the slaughter and processing 
of the poultry and poultry products in¬ 
volved and a certification that such re¬ 
quirements ore in conflict with specific 
provisions of the act and regulations 
from which exemption Is sought. 

(b) The Administrator, upon a de¬ 
termination that an exemption should be 
granted, may grant such exemption to 
the extent necessary to avoid conflict 
with such requirements while still 
effectuating the purposes of the Act. He 
may impose such conditions as to sani¬ 
tary standards, practices, and procedures 
in granting such exemption as he deems 
necessary to effectuate the puriMses of 
the act. Any person who processes poul¬ 
try or poultry products under exemption 
from certain requirements as provided 
In this section shall be subject to all of 
the other applicable provisions of the act 
and the regulations in this part. Proc¬ 
essing plants shall meet the sanitary 
requirements set forth In Subpart A of 
this part and be approved as official 
establishments. Slaughtered poultry 
which is prepared under an exemption 
authorizing the sale of noneviscerated 
poultry in commerce shall be individually 
identified with a label approved by the 
Administrator which identifies the cleri¬ 
cal official under whose supervision the 
poultry was slaughtered. The shipping 
containers of all poultry and poultry 
products exempted under this section 
shall bear the plant number and the 
statement: "Dressed Poultry or Eviscer¬ 
ated Poultry (whichever is applicable) — 
Processed under USDA Exemption Per¬ 
mit No. 000,** in lieu of the inspection 
mark. 

4 81.204 Effect of exemptions on other 
persons. Whenever a slaughterer or 
processor is granted an exemption under 
4 81.202 or 4 81.203 with respect to the 
slaughtering or processing of any poultry 
or poultry products under this .subpart, 
under specified conditions, the sale, offer 
for sale, transportation and other han¬ 
dling in commerce by any person of such 
poultry and poultry products in accord¬ 
ance with such conditions is hereby au¬ 
thorized, except as restricted by the act. 

4 81.205 Termination of exemptions. 
The Administrator may by order suspend 
or terminate any exemption under sec¬ 
tion 15 of the act with respect to any 
person whenever he finds that such ac¬ 
tion will aid in effectuating the purposes 
of the act. Failure to comply with the 
conditions of the exemption, including, 
but not limited to. failure to process poul¬ 
try and poultry products under clean and 


sanitary conditions may result In ter¬ 
mination of an exemption, in addition 
to any other penalties provided by law. 

4 81.296 Inspection of exempted 
plants and products. Duly authorized 
Inspectors of the Inspection Service are 
hereby authorized to make Inspections 
in accordance with law to ascertain 
w’hether any of the provisions of the act 
or the regulations applying to exempted 
producers, retailers or other persons liave 
been violated. 

4 81-207 Violations involving exempt^ 
ed poultry or poultry products. It is a 
criminal offense, punishable by fine or 
imprisonment, or both fine and imprison¬ 
ment. for any person to sell, deliver, 
transport, or offer for sale or transporta¬ 
tion in commerce any poultry or poultry 
products exempted under section 15 of 
the act which are unwholesome or adul¬ 
terated and are Intended for human 
consumption. 

4 81.300 Requirements for importa^ 
tion into United States; definition of 
United States. Slaughtered poultry or 
poultry products may be imported Into 
the United States from any foreign 
country only in accordance with the 
regulations in this subpart. Dressed 
poultry may be Imported into the United 
States only if It is consigned to an offi¬ 
cial establishment for inspection under 
the act. The term **United States.** as 
used in this subpart, means the States, 
the District of Columbia. Alaska, Hawaii, 
and Puerto Rico. 

4 81.301 Eligibility of foreign coun^ 
tries for importation of products into tJiir 
United States, (a) Whenever it U de¬ 
termined by the Administrator that the 
system of poultry Inspection maintained 
by any foreign country is the substantial 
equivalent of the system maintained by 
the United States, notice of that fact 
will be given by listing the name of such 
foreign country in paragraph (b) of this 
section. Thereafter slaughtered poultry 
and poultry products from the countries 
so listed shall be eligible, subject to the 
provisions of this subpart, for importa¬ 
tion into the United States. Such prod¬ 
ucts to be imported into the United 
States from these foreign countries must 
meet, to the extent applicable, the same 
standards and requirements that apply 
to comparable domestic products as set 
forth In the regulations in this entire 
part. Slaughtered poultry and poultry 
products from foreign countries not 
listed herein are not eligible for importa¬ 
tion into the United States, except as 
provided by 4 81.311.

4 81.302 Imported products; foreign 
inspection certificates required, (a) Ex¬ 
cept as provided in 4 81.311, each con¬ 
signment containing any slaughtered

In.view of all the circumstances set out 
above, under section 4 of the Administra¬ 
tive Procedui*e Act <6 U. S. C. 1003it 
is found upon good cause Uiat furllier 
notice of rule making and other public 
procedure on the amendments would be 
impracticable and unnecessary and good 
cause is found for making the amend¬ 
ments effective less than 30 days after 
publication in the Fsdexal Recisixa. 
The forescoing amendments shall be¬ 
come effective on January 1.1959, except 
for the omendmont of f 81.169 of the 
regulations which shall be effective os of 
December 1.1958.

That quan¬ 
tity is herein allotted to the Porto Rican 
American Sugar Refinery, Inc., resulting 
in an allotment for that alloUce which 
exceeds by 5.000 short tons, mw value, 
the allotment which wtnild be established 
in the absctice of allotment deficiU. 

Findings heretofore made by the Sec¬ 
retary in the oouroe of this proceeding 
(23 F. R. 136) provide that this order 
shall be revised without furilier notice or 
hearing for the purposes Indicated above 
and such findings set forth the procedure 
for the revision of allotments. 

Accordingly, allotments are herein es¬ 
tablished on the basis of and consistent 
with such findings.

Acreage allotments for these 
areas shall be computed by applying to 
the sugar beet acreage record for each 
area a weighting ot 50 percent to the 
average accredited acreage for the crops 
of 1955 through 1937, as a measure of 
“past production”, and a weighting of 
60 percent to the largest accredited acre¬ 
age of any of the crops of 1955 through 
1957 as a measure of “ability to produce”, 
with pro rata adjustments to a total of 
200.503 acres. Acreage allotments com¬ 
puted as afore.stated are established as 
follows: Northern Arca—157.277 acres, 
and Imperial Area—43.226 acres. 

<b) Set-asides of acreage. Set-asldcs 
of acreage shall be made from area allot¬ 
ments as follows: Northern Area--3.145 
acies each for new producers and ap¬ 
peals and 4.718 acres for adjustments in 
Initial shares; Imperial Area--865 acres 
each for new producers and appeals, and 
1.297 acres for adjustments In initial 
shares.

(2) Initial proportionate shares, Por 
the Northern Area, the total of individual 
farm bases for old-producer farms, as 
established pursuant to the preceding 
subparagraph. U less than the area allot¬ 
ment minus the set-asides of acreage es¬ 
tablished under paragraph <b) of this 
section. Accordingly, initial proportion¬

In establishing proportion¬ 
ate shares for old producers, the factors 
of “past production’* and “ability to pro¬ 
duce’* sugar beets are measured by apply¬ 
ing formulas to the accredited acreages 
for the crop years 1953-57.

TITLE 14—CIVIL AVIATION 

Chapter I—Civil Aeronautics Board 

IClvIl Air Reg,. Arndt 60-13 J 
Part 60 —Air Traffic Rulss 

ALTIMETER SETTINO 

Adopted by the Civil Aeronautics 
Board at Its omce in Washington. D. C., 
on the 4th day of December 1958. 

This amendment provides for the use 
of a standard altimeter setting for air¬ 
craft operating at or above 24.000 feet 
MSL and the use of current reported 
altimeter setting from the surface up¬ 
ward to 23.500 feet M6L. 

Thoui:h a standard setting for altim¬ 
eters has been advocated for domestic 
use for some time, and the system is used 
successfully for transoceanic flights and 
in other countries, until recently the use 
of current reported altimeter setting has 
been satisfactory. Corrected altimeter 
settings arc still considered desirable for 
use at the lower altitudes. For opera¬ 
tions such as takeoff and landing, where 
terrain clearance is of primary impor¬ 
tance. this setting provides the vital in¬ 
formation of height above obstacles to 
the pilot. Where this .system is used, 
resettings of the altimeter are required 
for cruising flight, but these settings 
are generally available and the result¬ 
ing cruising altitudes are reasonably 
constant. 

The experience gained with the pres¬ 
ent volume of jet operations has led to 
general agreement that the use of the 
standard setting is a requisite at higher 
altitudes. Standard setting eliminates 
altitude conflicts caused by altimeter set¬ 
tings derived from geographically differ¬ 
ent sources. In tiie average flight, one 
resetting during climb and one resetting 
in the terminal area before descent will 
replace the frequent resetting made nec¬ 
essary by rapid transit of pressure sys¬ 
tems.^ Besides being better adapted to 
automatic flight and improving correla¬ 
tion between performance data and ac¬ 
tual performance, the standard setting 
system eliminates station barometer 
errors and some of the altimeter instru¬ 
ment errors. 

In earlier considered plans to enable 
the use of two settings, a sterile airspace, 
or “buffer zone,’* was included in which 
cruising night was to be prohibited. 
Since cruising altitudes are at a fixed 


altitude above MSL. and the altitude of 
Bight levels varies as atmaspheric pres¬ 
sure changes, it is apparent that condi¬ 
tions could exist in which a flight level 
would be coincident with a cruising alti¬ 
tude. As atmospheric pressure de¬ 
creases. the altitude of a flight level 
decreases. The sterile area wns devised 
to provide airspace to accommodate this 
sinking effect of flight levels when a 
significant decrease below standard in 
the atmospheric pressure occurs. A dis¬ 
advantage In this, however, is that a 
buffer zone entails permanent loss of 
altitudes which would otherwise be avail¬ 
able for cruising flight when atmospheric 
pressure is at or above standard. This 
has been considered unacceptable be¬ 
cause of the volume of air traffic in the 
United States which requires use of all 
available flight altitudes; therefore, this 
amendment provides for the use of all 
cruising alUtudes at all times and a loss 
of flight levels only when atmospheric 
pressure is below standard. 

Elssenttally, flight of aircraft at and 
above 24.000 feet MSL is to be conducted 
by reference to an altimeter set to a 
standard setting and would utilize flight 
levels; cruising flight In the airspace 
between the groimd and 23.500 feet is 
to be conducted at cruising altitudes 
maintained by reference to an sdUmeter 
set to current reported altimeter setting. 
Through proper planning by pilots and 
air traffic controllers, the possibility of 
conflict between aircraft using the dif¬ 
ferent systems of setting can be elimi¬ 
nated. As there is no buffer zone, the 
workability of this amendment is predi¬ 
cated on maintaining at least the stand¬ 
ard vertical separation, 1.000 feet, 
between aircraft even though they may 
be controlled by altimeters set to differ¬ 
ent pressure references. 

The rule describes the areas wherein 
each system will be employed. The di¬ 
viding line is the lower limit of the 
continental control area, which is de¬ 
fined as 24,000 feet above M^ All 
cruising altitudes from the ground to 
23.500 feet are available at all times, 
regardless of the atmospheric pressure. 
However, when pressure is below 29.92" 
Hg., the altitude of an aircraft u.sing 
standard setting is below the altimeter 
indication. Since this altimeter indica¬ 
tion defines the flight level, it follows 
that some flight levels will fall below 
24.000 feet MSL. Obviously, this situa¬ 
tion could result in conflict with aircraft 
conducting flight at a cruising altitude 
and. therefore, pilots must not choose, 
nor controllers assign, flight levels with¬ 
out ascertaining that the flight level U 
actually at or above 24.000 feet MSL. 

The comment received in response to 
Draft Release 58-12 was favorable. The 
military agencies and the organizations 
representing the pilots and operators of 
civil aircraft which will use the higher 
altitudes urged the adoption of the 
amendment. The only change of note 
from the draft release was a requirement 
to avoid conflict with existing procedures 
internationally recognized as applying 
in United States possessions, territories, 
and mandates. For this reason, the 
areas covered by altimeter setting pro¬ 
cedures contained in ICAO documents 


are excluded from the application of the 
rule. 

Interested persons have been afforded 
an opportunity to participate In the mak¬ 
ing of this amendment (23 F. R. 4102), 
and due consideration has been given to 
all relevant matter presented.

Trade 
practice rules for the Outlet and Switch 
Box Manufacturing Industry, as herein¬ 
after set forth, are promulgated by the 
Federal Trade Commission under the 
trade practice conference procedure. 

The industry for which these rules are 
established consists of persons, firms, 
corporations and orgoniimUons engaged 
In the manufacture and sale of the fol¬ 
lowing prtxiucts used in the electrical

field; Formed meUil switch boxes, outlet 
boxes, ganR boxes, utility boxes, concrete 
boxes, extension rinxs, box covers, bar 
hanxer sets, and combination and parts 
or such products, exclusive of (1) boxes 
and cabinets which have interior pre« 
assembled wiring, hinged cover and 
pre-asscmbled screw cover metal cabi¬ 
nets. (3) junction boxes and fittings for 
under-fioor-duci systems, ( 4 ) floor 
boxes. <5) fittings and accessories manu¬ 
factured as part of surface raceway sys¬ 
tems. (0) and combination and parts of 
such excluded products. 

Proceedings relating to the establish¬ 
ment of these rules were instituted upon 
an application of the Outlet and Switch 
Box Association. Inc. A general industry 
conference was held under Commission 
auspices In Washington. D. C. on April 
16. 1958. at which proposals for rules 
were submitted for consideration of the 
Commission. Thereafter, proposed rules 
were published by the Commission and 
made available to all industry members 
and other interested or affected parties 
upon public notice whereby they were 
afforded opportunity to present their 
views. Including such pertinent infor¬ 
mation, suggestions or amendments as 
they desired to offer, and to be heard in 
the premises. Pursuant to such notice 
a public hearing was held in Washington. 
D. C. on September 10. 1958, and all 
matters there presented, or otherwise 
received in the proceeding, were consid¬ 
ered by the Commission. 

Thereafter, and upon full considera¬ 
tion of the entire matter, final action 
was taken by the Commission whereby it 
approved the rules as hereinafter set 
forth. 

The rules, as approved, become opera¬ 
tive thirty (30) days after the date of 
promulgation. 

The rules. These rules promulgated 
by the Commission arc designed to foster 
and promote the maintenance of fair 
competitive conditions in the interest of 
protecting industry, trade, and the pub¬ 
lic. It is to this end, and to the exclu¬ 
sion of any act or practice whlcl> fixes or 
controls prices through combination or 
agreement, or which unreasonably re¬ 
strains trade or suppresses competition, 
or otherwise unlawfully Injures, destroys, 
or prevents competition, that the rules 
are to be applied. 

The unfair trade practices embraced

SYNDXC.ATE 

Adoption of Rule N-lOP-3 (5 270 lOf- 
3) permitting acquisition of securities of 
underwriting syndicate pursuant to 
section 10 (f) of the Investment Com¬ 
pany Act of 1940. 

On July 15. 1958. the Securities and 
Exchange Commission published notice 
that it had under consideration the 
adoption of Rule N-lOP-3 (I270.10M) 
under the Invc.slment Company Act of 
1940 and Invited all interested persons 
to comment upon the proposal. The 
Commh:slon ha.s com^idcred all com- 
,ments and siiggcstlons received and has 
determined to adopt such*a rule in the 
form set forth below. The comments 
generally favored adoption of a rule and 
suggested various changes In its condi¬ 
tions, several of which have been incor¬ 
porated in the rule. 

Section 10 ^f) of the Investment Com¬ 
pany Act provides that no registered 
Investment company shall purchase, 
during the existence of any underwrit¬ 
ing syndicate, any security a princlpiil 
undorwTiter of which Is an officer, direc¬ 
tor. member of an advisory board, in¬ 
vestment adviser, or employee of such 
registered company, or is a person of 
which any such officer, director, member 
of an advisory board, investment ad¬ 
viser. or employee is an affiliated person. 
Such section, however, authorizes the 
Commission, by rules and regulations, as 
well as by order, to exempt any such 
tran.*^actiOD from such prohibitions, if 
and to the extent that such exemption 
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u consistent with the protection of In- 
vestorsw 

The experience heretofore gamed by 
Uie Commission In its consideration of 
r^^quests for orders of exemption under 
ihls exemptive authority Indicates that 
protection of Investors may be adequately 
insured by the conditions and safeguards 
specified in the rule being adopted. 
Tlicae Include limitations witli respect to 
the consideration paid, as related both 
to Uie amount of the offering and Uie 
assets of the investment company. In 
addition, underwriters* commissions may 
not exceed stated amounts, no purchase 
may be made from an affiliated under¬ 
writer. and the offering must be effec¬ 
tively registered under the Securities Act 
of 1933. 

The conditions are designed to permit 
purchases without an exemptive order 
where the circumstances arc such as to 
make it imllkely that the purchase would 
not be consistent with the protection of 
investors. The conditions relating to the 
percent of offering and assets are stand¬ 
ards which have been met by most of the 
purchasers which we have heretofore 
permitted by order. The condition that 
no purchase may be made from an 
affiliated underwTlter eliminates from 
the operations of the niie cases where 
further Investigation would be necessary 
to be satisfied that an exempUon is ap¬ 
propriate for the protection of InvesUirs. 

The limitations on underwriters* com¬ 
missions were also satisfied by most of 
the purchases heretofore permitted by 
order, and It is believed that they wiU 
tend to restrict operation of the rule to 
investment grade offerings. Purchases 
that do not meet the strict conditions of 
the rule may nevertheless be exempted 
by order upon application where the 
statutory standard is satisfied. 

This action is taken pursuant to sec¬ 
tion 10 (f) and section 38 (a) of the In¬ 
vestment Company Act of 19i0. The 
text of the rule follows: 

I 270.10f-3 Exemption of acquisition 
of securities during the existence of un- 
derwriting syndicate. Any purchase of 
securities by a registered investment 
company prohibited by section 10 (f) of 
the act shall be exempt from the provi¬ 
sions of such section if the following con¬ 
ditions are met: 

<a) The securities to be purchased are 
<1.^ part of an issue effectively registered 
under the Securities Act of 1933 which 
is being offered to the public; (2) pur¬ 
chased at not more than the public of¬ 
fering price prior to the end of the first 
full business day after the first date on 
which the registered issue Is offered to 
the public. If not offered for subscription 
upon exercise of rights or. if so offered, 
purchased on or before the fourth day 
preceding the day on which the rights* 
offering terminates; and (3) offered pur¬ 
suant to an underwriting agreement un¬ 
der which the underaxltcrs are com- 
n^itted to purchase all of the registered 
securities being offered, except those 
purchased by others pursuant to a rights* 
offering, If the underwriters purchase 
8ny Uicreof. 


Cb) The gross commission, spread or 
profit to the principal underwriters (ex¬ 
cluding. In the case of a rights* offer¬ 
ing, any profits or losses resulting from 
purchases or sales by the underwriters 
of rights or securities during or after the 
rights period) shall not exceed: CD 7.0 
percent of the public offering price if the 
security to be purchased Is a common 
stock: <2) 3.50 percent of the public of¬ 
fering price if the security to be pur- 
cha^ is a preferred stock, whether or 
not convertible Into common stock: <3) 
2.50 percent of the public offering price 
if the security to be purchased is a sub¬ 
ordinated debenture, or a bond or de¬ 
benture convertible Into common stock 
or having common stock purchase war¬ 
rants attached; or (4) 1.50 percent of 
the public offering price In respect of any 
other security to be purchased. 

<c> The issuer of the securities to be 
purchased shall have been in continuous 
operation for not less than three years, 
including the operations of any 
predecessors. 

(d> The amount of securities of any 
class of such registered Issue to be pur¬ 
chased by the registered Investment com¬ 
pany or by two or more Investment com¬ 
panies having the same Investment ad¬ 
viser. shall not exceed 3 percent of Uic 
amount of the offering of such class. 

(e) The consideration to be paid by 
the registered investment company in 
purchasing the securities being offered 
shall not exceed 3 percent of the total 
assets of such registered Investment com¬ 
pany, provided that if si’ch consideration 
shall exceed $1,000,000. it shall not ex¬ 
ceed 1 percent of such company’s total 
assets. 

(f) Such registered Investment com¬ 
pany does not purchase the securities 
being offered directly or indirectly frppa 
an officer, director, member of an ad¬ 
visory board. Investment adviser or em¬ 
ployee of such registered Investment 
company or from a person of which any 
such officer, director, member of an ad¬ 
visory board, investment adviser or em¬ 
ployee is an affiliated person. A purchase 
from a syndicate manager shall not be 
deemed to be a purcliase from a spec ific 
underwriter so long as that underwriter 
does not benefit directly or indirectly 
from the transaction. 

(g) The purchase of the securities be¬ 
ing offered shall have been authorized 
or approved by a resolution of the board 
of directors of the registered Investment 
company, or of an executive. Investment, 
or similar committee composed of at 
least three members of such board, or 
of a similar committee of the registered 
Investment company’s investment ad¬ 
viser provided that there is no affiliation 
direct or Indirect between such invest¬ 
ment adviser or any of its partners, em¬ 
ployees. or stockholders and any prin¬ 
cipal underwriter of the issue being of¬ 
fered, which resolution shall state that In 
the judgment of the board or commit¬ 
tee. the purchase of securities proposed 
w'lU meet all the requirements of para¬ 
graphs (a) to (f> of this section, and 
which authorization or approval shall 
have been supported by the vote (at a 
meeting or by written consent given with¬ 


out a meeting) of not less than a major¬ 
ity (consisting of at least three persons) 
of the members of the board of directors 
or of the committee who w’ere not affili¬ 
ated persons of any principal under¬ 
writer of the Issue offered. 

<hi A statement of the transaction 
clearly indicating compliance with this 
secUon shall be filed with the Commis¬ 
sion within thirty days after consumma¬ 
tion thereof.

CASCO BAY, MAINE 

Pursuant to the provisions of section

USE or A1 EMISSION 

1. A notice of proposed rule making 
w*as Issued in the abovc-capUoned pro¬ 


ceeding on June II, 1958. Ample oppor¬ 
tunity was afforded all interested parties 
to file comments in support of and oppo¬ 
sition to the proposal which, if adopted, 
would allow only those amateurs utilizing 
type A1 emission * to operate in the fre¬ 
quency ranges 50.0-*5D.l and 144.0-144.1 
Me whereas various other types of 
emission, principally A3/ presently may 
be utilized in such frequency ranges. 

2. Rules changes proposed in this pro¬ 
ceeding were engendered by a petition 
flied by the American Radio Relay 
League, Inc,* and have elicited an ex¬ 
tremely large number of comments from 
individual amateurs and organizations 
representing groups of amateurs. These 
comments range all the way from those 
devoid of reasons and arhich merely state 
“I request you vote yes |or no I on this 
matter** to well-reasoned, thoughtful 
comments both in support of and in 
<H>Position to the pr(H>o$aL 

3. The principal arguments advanced 
by comments supporting adoption of the 
proposed rule changes may be summa¬ 
rized as follows: 

(1) Adoption of the proposed amend¬ 
ments will afford •* the many experimen¬ 
tally inclined amateurs now operating in 
the 50 and 144 Me bands the means of 
furtlier adding to the Imowledge of 
propagation characteristics of the very 
high frequency portion of the radio 
spectrum," 

<2) The provision of sub-allocated 
bonds in the 50-54 and 144-148 Me 
amateur bands restricted to the use of 
type A1 emission would encourage “a 
great deal more useful serious work of 
amateurs thereby contributing to the 
development of the radio art." 

<3) The proposed amendment, if 
adopted, i^^uld "tend to increa^ c. w. 
(Al) activity In the 6 meter band and 
as a result one could raise his code speM 
with little difllculty " 

(4) "The government is spending large 
sums to promote research Into scatter 
propagation. The amendments that are 
proposed will make available to the gov¬ 
ernment. through the ARRL-IGY proj¬ 
ect. coordinated reports from hundreds 
of amateurs who will use these frequen¬ 
cies, Much of the unusual signal recep¬ 
tion will be obliterated If the weak c. w. 
signals are forced to compete against 
phone stations occupying the same fre¬ 
quencies," 

<5) Adoption of the proposals will en¬ 
able amateurs to “uphold our tradition 
of leading the way in experimental 
work." 

(6) Adoption of the proposals •‘will 
make it much easier for United States 
amateurs operating on voice to work 
foreign voice stations because foreign 
voice staUons will be able to get away 
from United States phone QRM by trans¬ 
mitting in our c. w, baud." 

(7) “The allocation of Al emission sub¬ 
bands in the high frequency amateur 
bands has been necessary and proved 
successful through the years. 50 and 
144 Me bonds should not be an 
exception."

C8) Although the 50 Me amateur band 
extends from 50 to 64 Me "frequencies 
above 52 Me in this band are seldom 
used" and adoption of the proposal will 
encourage utilization of the band above 
62 Me, 

19) A sub-band allocation in the 50.0- 
54.0 and 144.0-148.0 Me bands would 
"insure an increase In positive results 
through decreased A3 interference dur¬ 
ing years of peak activity by operators 
not inclined toward propagation experi¬ 
mentation. The value of the results 
achieved by relatively minor number of 
dedicated amateurs should more than 
offset any incon\*enience suffered by 
those not engaged in scientific aspects of 
the HF communication." 

< 10 > Many serious experimenters em¬ 
ploy the bands involved In the subject 
docket and. because of slgnal-to-nolse 
ratio advantages, these experimenters 
most frequently employ Al emission 
whereas the general amateur employs A3 
or other modes of emission, *rhc “seri¬ 
ous experimenters" have in the past suf¬ 
fered extreme difflculUcs caused by 
Interference from general activity in 
the bands. The proposed rule making 
would eliminate a great majority of this 
Interference. 

<11 > At the present time "many oper¬ 
ators refrain from trying to use c. w. 
solely because of phone interference’* 
and adoption of the proposal wlU en¬ 
courage such amateurs to enter the 
“c, w.** field, 

(12) Restriction of portions of ama¬ 
teur bands below 50 Me for type Al emis¬ 
sion has contributed much to the devel¬ 
opment of the “low frequency amateur 
bands" and similar restriction of a por¬ 
tion of the VHP bands is "essential for 
their development." 

(13) **An exclusive Al sub-band with¬ 
in the 50 Me amateur band would do 
much to *prod* the Technician Class 
amateur in upgrading himself by becom¬ 
ing more proficient in code transmission 
and thereby obtaining a higher type 
license," 

(14) Adoption of the proposed amend¬ 
ments will “permit better coordination 
with foreign amateur staUons specifi¬ 
cally licensed for the IGY year. Experi¬ 
ence in the fall, winter and spring of the 
1957-1958 season shows that considerable 
harm has already been done by the In¬ 
tolerable local and USA A3 interference 
to the frequencies occupied by foreign 
amateur stations specifically licensed by 
their respective governments for the 
IGY year." 

(15) Adoption of the proposed amend¬ 
ment would “In no way interfere with 
the established emergency or civil de¬ 
fense networks, all of which remain con¬ 
siderably higher in frequency than these 
bands.*’ 

(18) *• Adoption of the Commission's 
amendment will promote vital and basic 
studies In scatter propagation, aurora 
communications, and space communica¬ 
tion techniques." 

(17) Adoption of the proposals will 
encourage use of c. w. and "will benefit 
national defense and security by provid¬ 
ing a wider range of skilled and national 
manpower." 

(18) Adoption of the proposals will 
aid in carrying out the President's desire 
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to encourage sclcntilic progress wherever 
possible. 

4. The principal arguments advanced 
by those opposed to adoption of Uie pro¬ 
pose rules arc; 

(1) •’Sunspots will only be with us a 
few months more and then the c. w. 
operators wilU as In the past, move to 
greener pastures leaving their 100 kc 
segment completely unused. The few 
contacts made by these operators arc of 
far less value to IGY than the thousands 
of reports Uiey get from regular opera- 
tore on that band. C. w. men can easily 
move above 60.5 Me for their work when 
the lower channels arc full. 

(2) “When conditions favor c. w., there 
Is seldom any problem of Interfcrcru^c 
from aiu^thing but other c. w. signals** in 
the 144 Me band. 

<3» Adoption of the proposed amend¬ 
ments would be inconsistent with. the 
Commission's prior refusals to ^allocato 
separate frequencies for single sideband 
on the lower frequency amateur bands. 
8SB and AM are as incompatible as are 
C. w. and AM.’* * 

(4) Adoption of this proposal will not 
eliminate the problem of AI operation 
being interfered with by A3 operation 
because such interference would still be 
present by virtue of foreign amateurs, 
such at Canadian, operating with type 
A3 emission. 

(5) “There has been little evidence oT 
Interference to A 1 by A3 generated by 
amateurs,** To the contrary **commcr- 
clal harmonics have caused more 
trouble,** 

(6) "Unlike the lower frequencies 
practically all of the early work in the 
development of the 60 and 144 Me bands 
has been done by amateurs using A3 
emission.** Therefore, adoption of the 
proposal would give ‘"the c. w. operator 
a better and unwarranted opportunity 
for contact over the phone oporator.** 

(7) Amateur stations using A3 emis¬ 
sion. located In areas served by television 
channel 2. "cause much less television 
interference, due to fundamental over¬ 
loading. when said stations operate in 
Uic 60. 0-50.35 Me portion of the 6 meter 
band. Amateur stations using type AI 
emission, on the other hand, can operate 
in any portion of the 6 meter band * with 
negligible television interference.** 

(8> Most amateurs utilizing type A3 
emission work at the lower portion of 
the band In order to keep down the TVI • 
complaints, as many *rv set owners will 
not insUll the proper filters. Adoption 
of the proposal w*ould cause more tele¬ 
vision interference than has ever been 
experienced previously and in particular 
will cause “more interference to th^ 36 
cities that have channel 2~to say noth¬ 
ing of the fringe areas around them.** It 
Is imperative "that the phone operation 
bo allocated the lower sections (of the 
60-64 Me band I so as to minimize tele¬ 
vision Inierference.** 

(9) "There ore many occasions when 
the first 60-100 kc are the only points at 
which there are signals except for the 
ground wave signals, and the use of this 
portion for c. w, only would seem to limit 
operation on Uils band.** Therefore,

since the 50-64 Me amateur band is pri¬ 
marily a phone band the proposal is al¬ 
leged to be both discriminatory and 
"Intended for the benefit of a very small 
minority of those presently operating the 
band.** 

(10) *rhe first 100 kilocycles of the 50 
Me amateur band is the "most desirable 
for DX • work** Uid those amateurs who 
desire to use type A3 emission resent 
"being pushed out of this section of the 
band.** 

(11) There are presently **hundreds of 
kilocycles given over to c. w. which are 
hardly used at all. yet phone is squeezed 
into a small spectrum of these amateur 
bands against all good Judgment as to 
the proper use of our frequencies** and 
any extension intensifies this inequitable 
situation. 

(12) Television harmonics occupy the 
band above 50.5 Me in channel 2 TV 
areas. Thus the 100 kc proposed to be 
restricted to the use of type A1 emission 
represents 20^/0 of the "useful segment of 
the band.** 

(13) Tliere is presently underway se¬ 
rious work on long distance phone com¬ 
munications in the first 100 kilocycles of 
the 60-64 Me band which would be dis¬ 
rupted by the adoption of the proposal. 

(14) The 60-64 Me and the 144-148 
Me amateur bands are "essentially local- 
contact bands.** C. w. and phone have 
been operating simultaneously on the 
first 400 kilocycles of the 60-64 Me band 
with concentration on the first 100 kilo¬ 
cycles with a minimum of dissension. 
‘There is no necessity for specific allo¬ 
cation of frequencies for exclusive c. w. 
operation on these bands.** 

(16) '‘Limiting the first 100 kilocycles 
(of the 50-54 Me band) to c. w. would 
not result In elTeeUve full time use of 
these desirable frequencies." 

(16) A substantial number of ama¬ 
teurs operate transmitters and receivers 
that are not built for A1 operation, the 
crystals of which "for these bands are in 
this 100 kc segment." Thus, such ama¬ 
teurs would "have to go to quite a bit of 
expense and trouble to continue to op¬ 
erate on these (SO and 144 Mel bands.'* 

(17 > "There will be many hundreds of 
nets, including civil defense nets, that 
will be forced off the air or maybe suffer 
great expense in order to move to an¬ 
other frequency" by adoption of the 
Commission's proposal. 

(18) Adoption of the proposed amend¬ 
ment would "benefit only a few high 
powered stations which are In a minor¬ 
ity" and. therefore, "is not in Uie interest 
of the majority of amateurs consigned to 
the area.** 

(19) "The c. w. art is os well devel¬ 
oped as it will ever be, due to the lim¬ 
itations of the human ear. This type 
of amateur operation is already well 
protected on lower frequencies. It has 
been found that high power scatter is 
very effective on VHP but that the ama¬ 
teur cannot work on this development 
because of the one kllow^att input lim¬ 
itation. • • • In this day of high speed 
communications n(*cd It would seem a 
w^aste of scarce frequencies to protect it

for the use of telegraph which cannot be 
half as fast as the slowest talker." 

(20) "The bottom of the band 150.0- 
64.0 Me 1 is the best part for the rare DX 
Uiat we have and should be used by 
component stations who comprise the 
overw’hclmlng majority of the amateur 
use in the 60 Me band." 

(21) If the proposal is adopted "eleven 
months or so around the year we will 
have nothing except the dead spot of 
100 kc In the ham bonds in question'*. 
On the other hand, "thousands of hams 
presently use these lower frequencies In 
the bands for local communications, 
something that VHP bands are extremely 
useful for**. Purthermore. in contrast 
to amateurs who utilize type A3 emis¬ 
sion. amateurs who utilize type A1 emis¬ 
sion "for the most part are completely 
useless In a local emergency case**. 

<22) The proposal. If adopted, "will 
require additional manpower and use 
of time to enforce the regulation" which 
will add to the burden of the "monitor¬ 
ing service**. 

(23) Not only will "TVI complaints in¬ 
crease sharply • • • as a result of 
phone operation being pushed up 100 kc" 
but amateur operation will also en¬ 
counter interference due to the close fre¬ 
quency proximity, of high power to TV 
stations. 

(24) Many times the "MUP" reaches 
into the 60 Me band only as far as 60.1 
Me and adoption of the proposal would 
mean that "only a few c. w. operators 
could take advantage of the best DX 
conditions while thousands would be un¬ 
able to participate on phone." 

(25) Adoption of the Commission's 
proposal "would hamper the increasing 
use of this band for the only really prac¬ 
tical long-time use of which it is capa¬ 
ble. local communications by low-pow¬ 
ered amateur stations." 

(26) The use of type A1 emission Is 
"on a gradual but steady decline in not 
only the amateur service but In the mil¬ 
itary and commercial as well. The ten¬ 
dency seems toward the greater use of 
narrow band radio-telephone and me¬ 
chanical radio-telegraph systems in all 
services." Therefore, any benefit which 
might be gained by adoption of the Com¬ 
mission's proposals relative to the train¬ 
ing of additional telegraph operators, is 
likewise decreasing and should be given 
little weight In this proceeding. Pur¬ 
thermore. the use of a "clear channel", 
free of all interference, "does not develop 
the operator's ability to communicate 
under all conditions." 

(27) The Commission propasal should 
not be adopted on the basis that other 
amateur bands are partially restricted 
for the use of type A1 emission because 
the 50 Me band differs from the lower 
frequency bands In several respects; 
namely, it Is principally a local band; is 
not crowded; and the majority of opera¬ 
tion is A3. In view of these facts, sub¬ 
dividing these bands for the different 
modes of operation is unnecessary. 

(28) The proposed rule change is "dis¬ 
criminatory" in that It deprives "amateur 
radiotelephone operators of the use of 
the preferred portions of the 50 Me band. 
This portion is particularly desirable for 
at least two reasons; It Is the farthest 
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remove from the television band* and 
It is a portion of Uie band where the 
possibility of skywave communication is 
mast froqucnL** 

<2S) Adoption of the Commission pro¬ 
posal will not aid In encouraging proacnt 
Technician Class licensees to obtain a 
higher class of license. 

6. The CoounlMion has carefully con* 
sldered every comment filed and evaluate 
ed each as to the position expressed and 
the reasons or arguments offered in sup- 
port of such position with particular em¬ 
phasis upon the soundjiess of such 
reasons or arguments. As a result of 
such consideration and evaluation to¬ 
gether wiUi coxtsideration of other 
informaiton available to it* Uu; Commis¬ 
sion finds: 

<1) The lower portions of the involved 
frequency bands, are presently utilised 
to a much greater extent than arc the 
upper portions of Uiese bands. 

<2> Operation in upper portions of the 
50-54 Me band has been voluntarily 
avoided by amateurs using type A3 emis¬ 
sion in numerous areas so as to reduce 
complaints of interference to television 
receivers. As a consequence of this /act 
and the recognised tendency of amateurs 
to ••group.” operation on upper portions 
of the band has also been avoided in 
areas where interference to television is 
not a factor, 

<3) Operation in the upper portions 
of tlie 50-54 Me band, when it has oc¬ 
curred, has resulted in reception by the 
Commission of a number of complaints 
from television viewers even though such 
interference often resulted from faulty 
television receivers or other factors un¬ 
related to amateur operation per se. 

<4) The 50>^ Me and 144-148 Me 
bands are normally belter suited for local 
than for long distance communication. 

(5) Much more operation on frequen¬ 
cies in the lnvoi\*ed bonds is conducted 
by use of type A3 emission than is con¬ 
ducted by use of type A1 emission. 

<6) Restricting operation in the lower 
100 kc of the SO-54 Me band to the use 
of type A1 emission will resuK in more 
operation in the upper portion of this 
bund. 


t7> Increased operation In the upper 
portion of the 50-54 Me band will result 
in an incresise in the number of inter¬ 
ference complainU received from tele¬ 
vision viewers. 

(81 Establishment of segments of the 
involved bands w^hereln operation may 
be conducted only by use of type A1 
emission W’ill encourage amateur experi¬ 
mentation relative to •’over the horisson** 
communications in the 50-54 Me and 
144-148 Me bands. 

(9) Establishment of segments of the 
50-54 Me and 144-148 Me bands for use 
of A1 emission only will minimise inter¬ 
ference betw’ecn those amateurs using 
type A1 emission and those using type 
A3 emission. 

(10) Establishment of segments of the 
involved bands for use of AI emission 
only will benefit those amateurs seeking 
to ••work” foreign amateur stations. 

ill) There is no significant difference 
in propagation characteristics of fre¬ 
quencies in the ranges 50.9-51.0, and 
50.0-50.1 Me and those of frequencies In 
the 144.0-144.1 Me and 147il-148.0 Mo 
ranges. 

The Commission recognizes that 
some members of the League have indi¬ 
cated a position contrary to that taken 
by the organization but the Commlasion 
must conclude that the League repre¬ 
sents the view of the majority of its 
membership. 

The Commission concludes that the 
public interest will be served by cstab- 
lishment, as proposed, of 100 kc segments 
of the 50-54 Me and 144-148 Me amateur 
frequency bonds wherein operation may 
be conducted only if type Al emission is 
used- However, the Commission Ui also 
led to conclude that the public Interest 
will not be served by utilizing the lower 
100 kc of the 50-54 Me and 144-148 Me 
bands, as proposed, for establishment of 
such .segments for the following reasons: 

Those amateurs who hove been pri¬ 
marily responsible for the present stage 
of development of operations In the in¬ 
volved frequency bands would be re¬ 
quired to retlnquish the preferable por¬ 
tions of such bands for the use of a 


lesser number of amateurs who have 
contributed little to such development; 
complaintfi alleging inUr/erence to tele¬ 
vision reception as a result of amateur 
operation would be increased: and other 
portions of Uie 50-54 Me and 144-148 Me 
bands have only tasignificantly different 
propQgaUoo characteristics and. there¬ 
fore, ai'e suitable for cstablxahmcnt of 
the desired ’‘c. w.” bands. 

7. In view of all factors involved. It is 
concluded that restricUon of the fre¬ 
quency ranges 50.9-51.0 Me and 147.9- 
148 0 Me 80 as to permit operaUon there¬ 
in only when typo Al emission is used 
will be in the public interest. 

8. Accorriingly, U is ordered. Pursuant 
to the authority contained in sections 
4 (|) and 303 of the Communications Act 
of 1934. as amended* that Part 12 of the 
Commission's rules be and is amended, 
effective January 10. 1959 as set forth 
below.
